From the figures at Glen- 
coe it is apparent one out of every four 
men killed was an officer, whereas the 
organization exists upon the principle 
that to every 25 mem there is one officer.

London, Oct. 28.—A dispatch from 


Ladysmith says that the Boers have 
driven in the British outposts. 
A gen- 


eral engagement is in all probability on. 


The Boers have been growing more 


aggressive daily. 
They have also 


moved with caution, and planned their 
advances witS remarkable strategy. 


A large number, of gune have been 


placed in position, and the British will 
do well if they can come anywhere near 
holding their own in the great artillery 
duel which is probably going on just now. 


Gessral White has been malting all 


preparations possible, and has tried to 
strengthen his position in every way 
possible. 
He is at a great disad- 


vantage, however, in the loss of such a 
remarkably large number of officers in 
killed and wounded. 


It is also known that a large number 


of his troops are almost 
exhausted 


through almost incessant figihting dur- 
ing the past few days. General Yule's 
troops were almost ready to drop when 
they reached here. 


Reinforcements have been steadily 


reaching the Boers during the last 48 
hours, and it is believed they have now 
upwards of 15,000 rre» under command 
of General Joubert. 


While all England Is anxious "about 


Ladysmith, the anxiety about Kimber- 
ley and Mat'elung Is scarcely less in- 
tense. The garrisons of both places 
have been making a brave defense, but 
It Is realized that they cannot hold out 
long. Even now it is thought likely t/hat 
Mafeking is in flames and all its de- 
fenders capturedi 


The special dispatches assert that Col- 


onel Baden-Powell, the British com- 
mander at Mafeking, is aware that Pre- 
toria has given General Cronje orders to 
stay his hand, as already there is quite 
enough to employ the Boers in Natal. 


A curious cross-current of irritation 


and depression prevails iu London. The 
chief cause is the netis that General 
Symons is dead. The secondary cause 
is more subtle and not wholly explicable, 
on the ground of the capture of the Hus- 
sars. There is a conviction that the 
courage and skill of the British troops, 
which have drawn forth encomiums from 
the English press, have been doubtfully 
expended in the engagement of Glencoe 
and Elandslaatge, when it was uncertain 
that it was necessary to defend these 
points, which have been abandoned by 
the concentration of the troops at Lady- 
smith. 


The depression caused by the war news 


in many circles is reaction against over- 
confidence. Unpleasant as it may be to 
Englishmen to hear that a squadron of 
Hussars is in Pretoria, like Dr. Jame- 
son, 
under guard; that the guns re- 


ported to have been captured at Glencoe 
were not taken- that the wounded were 
left behind at Glencoe, and that killed, 
wounded and missing in three battles 
number nearly 700 out of 12,000 under 
arms, it still remains true that the Brit- 
ish have in a technical sense at least 
won every battle, although they haAe 
been greatly outnumbered by the enemy. 


Strictures upon the war office for is- 


suing deceptive bulletins are in a meas- 
ure unjust. The authorities, in sup- 
pressing information when a retreat was 
ordered from Dundee and even in creat- 
ing the erroneous impression that Glen- 
coe was the point of concentration in- 
stead of Ladysmith, acted undoubtedly 
on the theory that it was imprudent to 
publish the real facts until the junction 
of the two forces could be effected. 


The main fact is that General! Yule's 


retreat was rendered unavoidable by 
the plan of military defense, which is 
credited to General Symons, be-fore Gen- 
eral White's arrival, in response to the 
urgent solicitations of the colonial au- 
thorities in Natal. The military staff, 
it is held, considered Ladysmith as the 
real position of defense, and heavily 
fortified it, but that they only expected 
to hold Glencoe temporarily. They did 
not intrench the camp strongly, and an- 
ticipated a withdrawal from it in the 
presence of overwhelming numbers. 


While this explanation is made after 


the retreat, and consequently is open to 
suspicion of being a labored apology, 
there is no reason to doubt its correct- 
ness. Military critics will indorse the 
British performances, since the im- 
portance of an early demonstration of 
the British fighting quality must have j 
influenced powerfully the Boer generals 
and men. 


Politically, moreover, the effect is daily 


apparent in the modified behavior of the 
Cape Dutch.1 It is believed that the 
statement of the great numbers of Boer 
forces attributed to Leyds had a pur- 
pose behind it. His object is held to be 
an attempt, by exaggerating the mili- 
tary power of the Boers still to be reck- 
oned with, to induce England, In th« 
event of General White being defeated 
by Joubert's aimy, which undoubtedly 
outnumbers the Natal field force in the 
proportion of five to three, Into accept- 
ing &ome sort df a compromise by which 
the inevitable humiliation of the Trans- 
vaal may be much lessened.

that no rents or interests on bonds can 
be claimed during the continuance of 
martial law, nor within a certain fixed 
period after the repeal of the same.

STRENGTH 


But Unmtinable Weather Has Caustci Filling 


k 
Off ID Retail Trad*. 


New York, Oct. 28.—Bradstreefssays: 


A quieting down of distributive trade, 
more particularly at retail, is reported, 
growing out of the unseasonably warm 
weather now being experienced in most 
sections of the country. 
Reflection of 


this is found in less urgent orders re- 
ceived by jobbers, and in somewhat im- 
paired collections at many points. As 
tegards prices, however, there is no 
appreciable loss of strength, the great 
majority of quotations remaining steady, 
and among those making changes ad- 
vances are still most numerous. 


That the general business of the coun- 


try remains at an unprecedented vol- 
ume is testified to by the heavy gains 
noted in bank clearing's over a year ago, 
and by the immense increases in railway 
earnings over exceptionally good re- 
turns last October. 
As regards the 


current activity in transportation, it 
may be said that east-bound 
traffic 


from Chicago in the past month has more 
than doubled that reported in the same 
period a year ago, and nearly twice 
as large as that reported in October of 
1892, a record period of good trade. 


Simultaneously with the drop in 


freight rates this week has come a 
hardening of quotations for cereals. Re- 
ceipts of corn are smaller than were ex- 
pected, and tills has resulted in an ad- 
vance at a time when advances, owing 
to the enlarging crop movement, are 
rarely looked for. 
Whf»at has been 


sympathetically strong, as have other 
cereals, and wheat flour has been ad- 
vanced this week. 


Among leading products decreasing in 


price, tin and cooper among the metals 
hav-j been most notable. 


Cotton is fractionally lower, as the re- 


sult of the deadlock between foreign 
consumers and 
American producers. 


The situation of cotton goods, one of 
aggressive strength, is undoubtedly a 
supporting feature of no small account. 


The strength of wool is natural, in 


view of the very large sales, most of 
which are cletimed to have been for ac- 
count of manufacturers, though specu- 
lative buying is perceptible. In woolen 
goods demand is favorable, and further 
advances are predicted. 


Lumber is &gain very firm, as are also 


hides and leather, in sympathy with re- 
cent advances in boots and shoes. 


The situation of iron and steel is, per- 


haps, the most notable one yet presented. 
The feature of the market is the reported 
booking by the steel rail mills of the 
country of nearly 75 percent of their 
capacity for next year's delivery. Heavy 
buying of pig- iron, undoubtedly to cover 
some of these rail sales, is reported in 
the central west, at prices little below 
those ruling for some time past. 


Demand for hardware is active at 


nearly all markets. 
The scarcity of 


supplies is still a feature, and jobbers 
are pushed for prompt shipments. Com- 
plaint that high prices are injuring our 
export trade is heard.

Freight 
rates on vessels of all classes have taken 
a jump, and in addition, owing to exist- 
ing circumstances, vessel owners will not 
make charter* to carry coal unless it is 
specified in that charter that if they are 
detained longer than five days in re- 
ceiving a cargo they shall be paid de- 
murrage.

It is generally customary in 
signing a crew for a trip to a coal port 
to sign the men for the round voyage, 
but recently it has been necessary m 
order to get men to sign them for one 
way only.

General Grobler, Commander of 


the Free State Forces. 


PREDICTED THE WAS TBAES AGO, 


He !• Only Thlrty-alr Tear* Old, bat 


Influential and *v Fearle** Fighter. 
W«» Coiumi*»louer to the World's 
Fair —Boer Women Working- For 
the Cfctue. 
In the concerted plan of war agreed 


upon by the Boer republic and the 
Orange Free State the forces of the 
latter will be under the command of 
General Evart E. Grobler, a notable 
figure In the commercial, legislative 
and military affairs of South Africa. 


General GrobJer Is decidedly ver- 


satile in his attainments. He Is a 
grain grower, an ostrich farmer, a 
stock raiser and a diamond mine own- 
er. Though only 36 years old, he has 
been an influential member of the 
volksraad, Bitting for Philopolls. He 
Is described as a man of Intrepid and 
dogged temperament, able, shrewd, 
but withal conservative. He is de- 
scended from Dutch and Huguenot 
stock. He speaks and writes fluently 
Dutch, English, German and French. 
He Is also accomplished in the vernac- 
ular of many of the native tribes 
around the Free State. 


He Is nearly 6 feet tall, of slight 


build, erect and Is a man of active 
physique and quick mental conception. 
While at all times genial and meas- 
urably unostentatious, he has a re- 
serve which at once engages the con- 
versationalist. He has a mild brown 
eye when enjoying recreation, but an 
earnest, severe look In a serious mood. 
His home In his native land, for he is 
Boer born—a native of the soil for 
which he is fighting—is one of open 
hospitality. 


General Qrobler was the Orange Free 


State's commissioner to the World's 
fair at Chicago in 1893. His govern- 
ment also designated him for the 
Antwerp exposition and for the forth- 
coming Paris exposition. These hon- 
ors he declined because his South Afri- 
can Interests demanded his time. He 
has had much to do with matters of 
transportation over the line of railway 
between Cape Town and the Free 
State and in arranging the customs 
troubles between the two countries. 


He took a prominent part in the de- 


velopment of the Jagersfontein dia- 
mond mines. He has one of the lar- 
gest ostrich farms in South Africa. 


He patriotically loves his native land, 


and he has been looking at a war- 
cloud for several years. As far back 
as 1893 he said while In this country: 


"England* does not mean to let us 


alone or to leave with us our liberty if 
she can steal or wrest It She desires 
us to sleep, and then she will bur- 
glarize our constitution and pull down 
our flag. When that day comes—and 
It Is not far off—there will be a line 
of dead men from the border to Bloem- 
fontein. Like water and oil, Boer and 
British blood will never mir. We won 
our freedom with blood, and we may 
have to repaint our old battlefields. 
,We do not desire war, but If they force 
lt_God witness the fight and hallow 
our graves." 


General Grobler Is now In the field In 


command of the Free State's available 
army of 21,000 men. He has a beauti- 
ful and patriotic young wife. She is 
of Huguenot extraction and, like him- 
self, is very refined, well bred and 
well educated. They have been mar- 
ried about 12 years, but have no chil- 
dren. Mrs. Grobler takes an active 
and intelligent interest In South Afri- 
can affairs and is helping to get to- 
gether food and clothes to be sent to 
the front 


A letter received in the United States 


recently by a friend of the command- 
Ing general told of the coming clash 
at arms and outlined the work of the 
"lady auxiliaries" of the army in the 
field and the minute details of this re- 
lief work for a protracted campaign. 
The Transvaal and Free State moth- 
ers, wives and daughters have been 
getting their men ready for long 
marches, camps and cold nights for 
the last year. In fact, they have been 
Informed quietly that there would be 
a bloody sequel to the Jameson raid, 
ao they have gone steadily on "weav- 
ing and sewing." 


The army will thus, in both repub- 


lics, be mainly home clothed and fed 
from home. The purpose of the wo- 
men was and is to make each home a 
miniature army camp ready to move. 
The government's efforts were to 
make each Boer home a small, well 
equipped arsenal or armory, ready for 
action at any call. In the last three 
or four years these results have been 
virtually accomplished. 


All the Boer soldier had to do was 


to get up and go to the front, with his 
equipment moved mostly with his own 
Btock and wagons. That is the kind 
of force General Grobler is leading in- 
to British South Africa from the 
Orange Free State.

Laugh ut Police. 


There's the beer trust and the fce 


trust and the umbrella trust and the 
canned soup trust and the pie trust, 
but Harlem comes forth with the lat- 
est and most novel trust, the crap 
shooters' trust It was not organized 
under the laws of the state of New 
Jersey, nor has it capital of $100,000,- 
000, but It Is a shining success never- 
theless. 


In the district about Ninety-ninth 


street and Third avenue there is a 
populous colony of negroes. They are 
persistent and enthusiastic crap shoot- 
ers, and their enthusiasm often leads 
them to such stirring vocal efforts that 
policemen are attracted by the noise. 
Next to a meeting of female suf- 
fragists, an assemblage of negroes 
shooting craps is the noisiest aggrega- 
tion on earth. 


Frequent raids by the police had the 


effect of putting nearly all the money 
in crap shooting circulation in the 
strong boxes of the Harlem court. 
"Tooter" Cole was arrested so often 
and fined so often that he had to pawn 
his winter overcoat to get gambling 
money with. It was "Tooter" who 
organized the crap shooters' trust. 


"Tooter" is the president, and Miss 


Nonie McManus, his fiancee, is secre- 
tary and treasurer. 
Miss Nonie is 


large and aggressive. It is her duty 
to see that tbe assessments are paid 
when due. 


Each member of the crap shooters' 


trust pays 25 cents a week to- Miss 
Nonie and gets a receipt, showing that 
he is a full blown member. Every 
payment is entered on his card. When 
he is arrested, if he is in good stand- 
ing, the trust pays his fine. 


Policemen recently made a raid on a 


crap game. 
"Tooter" Cole and six 


other negroes with melodious voices 
were arrested. They were arraigned 
in the Harlem court and fined $3 each. 
As the amount of the fine was an- 
nounced the negroes smiled.

fect produced by the appearance of 
"the tall'goddess:-of blond flesh and 
auburn hatr" upon the Boers, whose 
cause she Is going to espouse and in- 
spire. 


In Italy last year, at the time of the 


riots in Milan,, she once addressed in 
English a crowd of Italian laborers. 
The audience grew deliriously enthu- 
siastic. They carried her in triumph 
through the streets and from that mo- 
ment did blindly all that she desired 
them to do. Just now Maud Gonne 
Is in Ireland. She is saying to her 
people:

The time for our own final 


struggle has not come. The hour is not 
propitious. But down there you can 
help the cause of right against might. 
Remember that every blow struck at 
England is for the good of Ireland." 


All of which the audience applauds 


.with frenzy. 


Nor is't'oe enthusiasm quite platonic. 


Good information estimates at 2,000 
the number of Irishmen who have al- 
ready left for South Africa or are on 
tlieir way there. Maud Gonne intends 
to leave shortly herself to fight at the 
bead of this contingent Meanwhile 
one of her trusted lieutenants, Mc- 
Bride, a well known agitator, is or- 
ganizing and drilling the Irish forces 
as they reach Pretoria. 


It would be difficult to discover a 


more picturesquely romantic figure 
than Maud Gonne, the Joan of Arc of 
Ireland. A commanding female viking, 
beautiful, strong, impressive in her re- 
pose and inspiring in -her every -move- 
ment, fine was predestined to do bat- 
tie. 


To the burning faith of the apostle 


and the serene mysticism of the mar- 
tyr she allies all the shrewdness of the 
Celt, all the determined, stubborn ag- 
gressiveness of perhaps some Ignored 
Anglo-Saxon 
forefather 
whom she 


would angrily disown. 


But withal she has a great heart. 


With all the refined Instincts that 
make her bouse in Paris such a luxuri- 
ous comfortable haven, with an edu- 
cation that m'akes her delight in rich 
clothes, revel in gorgeous display and 
enjoy the company of subtle Parisian 
poets and artists, she does her life's 
work amid the squalor of the earth. 


Once Prince Henry of Hesse and 


Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, who 
were then the two shining lights at 
the vice regal court of Dublin, heard 
that Maud Gonne was to speak in the 
theater that night. 


The girl bad been the reigning belle 


of the vice regal court some years 
previously, before her sensational re- 
nunciation of society and loyalism to 
England. 


Prince Henry proposed that the two 


should go incognito and hear the Joan 
of Arc of Ireland. 
They affected to 


laugh at the name and to laugh at the 
girl. But they went, heard and saw 
her. She attacked England aad Eng- 
lish rule, tbe vice regal court <n gen- 
eral, and the two princes, who'm she 
branded as Insufferable, 
conscience- 


lees snobs, in particular. 


Before she left Dublin she had to re- 


ject the hand of both prince^. Each 
waft willing to incur royal disgrace if 
Maud Gonno were willing to become 
bis wife. 


She is the daughter of an officer In 


the engineer corps, a wealthy man of 
good Irish blood, but absolutely loyal 
to England. More, than ten years .ago 
•he abandoned tbe, court,' renounced 
her friends, defied paternal anger and 
cast her lot with tbe peaaantv. 


Maud Gonn« became one of the 


greatest powers In politics. She elect- 
ed or defeated candidates at will. The 
leaden of tbe Irish representation in 
parliament often bod and have < to 
come to'ternw wltb tbe youn» woman.

cheese in the dietary. The general idea 
is that cooked cheese is unwholesome, 
and about the very name of a "Welsh' 
rarebit gathers an association of mid- 
night suppers and consequent indiges- 
tion that tabooes it as an article for fam- 
ily consumption. The trouble lies, how- 
ever, not so much with the Welsh rare- 
bit as with the time and circumstances 
in which it ib ealt-u. Ciiesst; is a highly 
concentrated form of nourishment, — one 
pound of it being equal to three of meat. 
The result to the digestion may be im- 
agined when a generous portion of it is 
put into a stomach already weary with 
the labors of the day, at an hour when 
the owner of that unhappy organ is un- 
able to take the exercise which would 
assist the gastric powers in the work of 
assimilation.

More wholesome, however, is a cheese 
fondu or a cheese pudding in which the 
tarchy crumbs are mingled and blended 
with the cheese. 


CHEESE FONDU. 


Melt a tablespoonful of butter in a 


double boiler, add to it a cwpful of 
milk, a scant cupful of fresh white 
bread-crumbs and two cupf uls of grat- 
ed cheese. Use the ordinary soft full 
cream, cheese. Cover and let all cook 
together until the cheese is thoroughly 
melted. Stir in then two well-beaten 
eggs, cook until the mixture is creamy 
in color and begins to thicken, add salt 
to taste and a dash of cayenne pepper, 
and serve oa crackers or toast. 


This is excellent made in a chafing 


dish. 


CHEESE PUDDING. 


Heat a pint of milk in a double boil- 


er with a tiny pinch of baking soda. As 
soon as it is warm put in one cupful of 
bread crumbs and let .them soak for 
ten or fifteen minutes. Beat two eggs 
light, add these and a tablespoonful of 
butter to the bread and milk, and then 
stir in a cupful of grated cheese. Season 
to taste with salt and red pepper, and 
turn into a pudding dish. Bake in a 
quick oven, covered, for fifteen minutes 
uncover and brown. It must be eaten 
as soon as it is done, as it falls very 
quickly. 


WELSH RAREBIT. 


Grate or shave a half-pound of soft 


cheese. Melt a tablespoonful of butter 
in a double boiler or in a chafing dish 
Dver boiling water, and put with it a 
gill of hot water and the cheese. Cover, 
and while they are melting, mix in a sau- 
cer or cup a teaapoonful of celery salt, 
a saltspoonful of dry mustard and a 
pinch of cayenne pepper. In another 
cup have ready a teaspoonful each of 
lemon-juice and Worcestershire sauce. 
As soon as the cheese has melted to 
smoothness put in the dry seasoning, 
and then beat in two eggs, whipped very 
light. When these are well blend«d 
with the cheese, — in about three minutes, 
and you must stir all the time after 
they go in,— add the Worcestershire and 
lemon-juice, and serve the rarebit at 
once, upon toast. . 


The directions for this may sound a 


little elaborate, but the rarebit will b? 
found delicious, and possesses the great 
merit of never becoming stringy. 


CHEESE SCRAMBLED EGGS. 


Grate two tablespoonfuls of rather 


dry cheese. Melt a tablespoonful of but- 
ter in a frying-pan, beat six eggs light, 
add the cheese to them, and turn into, the 
frying-pan, beat six eggs light, add the 
cheese to them, and turn into the try- 
ing-pan.

[ASPARAGUS TIMBALES. 


Cut into one-half inch pieces the ten- 


der part of the aspaiagus enough to 
make a pint. Boil rapidly in boiling salt- 
ed -water until tender. While these are 
boiling, cover a pint of bread-crumbs 
with a cup of hot milk, stir until free 
from lumps, add three e'ggs, one at a 
time, and mix thoroughly. Stir in one- 
fourth teaspoonful of salt,' a dash of 
cayenne, tnree tablespoonfuls of salt, 
a dash of cayenne, three tablespoonfuls 
of melted butter, and a small onioc, 
minced very fine. Mix thoroughly, and; 
ad~oTcaref uily tne coiled asparagus. But- 
ter small moufds and fill with the mix- 
ture. Set in a pan of boiling water and 
bake in a moderate oven twenty min- 
utes. Then invert them on a Heated 
platter, and serve with the following: 
sauce: Put in a double boiler one table- 
spoonful of butter, stir in one table- 
spoon of flour, a teaspoonful of lemon- 
juice. Stir carefully;

spoonfuls of cream, and let cook a lit- 
tle. Then add the beaten yolk of an 
egg.

STEWED BEEF'S HEART. 


Clean the heart and cut it lengthways 


into large pieces. Put them into a pot 
with a little salt and pepper, ami cover 
with colcl water.

Th'en. take 
them out, cut them into smaller pieces, 
and having strained the liquor return 
them to it, _ adding a head or two o£ 
chopped celery, a few sliced onions, a 
dozen potatoes pared and quartered, and 
a, piece of butter rolled in flour. Season 
with whole pepper and a few cloves, i£ 
liked.

CHERRY PUDDING. 


Heat one cupful of milk, add two 


spoonfuls of butter, three tablespoon- 
fuls of flour, half a cup of sugar, one tea- 
spoopful of cinnamon, a little grated 
lemon peel; let this cook, stirring all the 
time, about five minutes. Remove from, 
the fire; when cool, add the yolks of 
three eggs, one at a time, and the whites 
of the eggs beaten stiff. Grease a two- 
quart baking- dish with butter, put la 
a quart of cherries, stoned and sweet- 
ened to taste, cover with the mixture 
and bake in a moderate oven 45 min- 
utes.

APPLE CAKE. 


"A pleasant variation on the Jelly and" 


cream filling used for layer cakes, may 
be made of apples. Beat one egg Ug-ht in 
a bowl, and to it add a cup of sugar, add 
to this the strained juice arid grated rind 
of one lemon. Peel and grate three 
ripe tart apples directly into this mix- 
ture, stirring each in well before adding 
another. When all are put In, put in a 
double boiler, and stir over the fire until 
the apple custard is boiling hot and quite 
thick. Cool and spread between cakes. 


BAKED TRIPE. 


Cut two pounds of boiled tripe into 


inch pieces. Peel, slice and fry in a lit- 
tle butter four mild onions. When of a 
golden brown color turn them into a 
deep baking dish, lay on them the tripe, 
dust with pepper and salt, and one table- 
spoonful of flour. Pour over milk suffi- 
cient to cover, put over the dish a 
tightly-fitting lid and bake for two hours. 
When done, skim off the fat, turn into a 
heated dish and serve. 


RAISIN PIE. 


One cup of raisins, seeded and chopped, 


one cup of sugar, one egg well beaten, 
one cracker rolled fine, the juice of one 
lemon, add water enough to cover, boil 
together. When cooled, bake with two 
crusts.

About Going to Church 


The following is an article in the cur- 


rent number of the Outlook under the 
heading of "Pastoral Letters" and 
signed "L. A." 


A common topic for consideration In 
ihurch and ministerial gatherings is, 
Why do not people go to church? Your 
wonder why there are so large a pro- 
portion of non-church-goers in your 
own town is shared, probably, by 
thousands of clergymen. But It seems 
to me that a more wholesome question 
'or us ministers to ask ourselves would 
be, Why do so many people come to 
church? Why do they come? We minis- 
ters take it for granted that all people 
ought to come to church, and in- 
stinctively put the blame on them for 
not coming. It would be better If we 
asked ourselves the questions, Why 
should any people come? and put the 
blame on ourselves for pot giving them 
what would make It worth their while 
o come. 
For if you will consider the matter 
h an unpiejudiced way, you will nee 
hat it is a remarkable phenomenon 
which is presented every Sabbath 
morning in every city, town, and vil- 
age in the United States. Both ordi- 
nary work and ordinary sports are 
aid aside. A little busln.csa is still car- 
led on; a few, possibly, «v playing 


golf, or laram tennis, and mom are rid- 
ing on their bicycles; but for the most 
part the stores are closed, the streets 
are quiet, the ordinary compulsions of 
life cease, the ordinary attractions of 
life are laid aside, and from a third to 
a half of the Inhabitants—men, women, 
and children—are wending their way to 
church. What fur? 


Imagine an inhabitant from Mars 


visiting our planet. You are taking him 
courteously about. You come to a fac- 
tory. What are these people doing? 
your guest asks. They are weaving 
woolen cloth out of which to make 
clothing to keep people warm. You 
come to a railroad station with its 
bustle of Incoming and outgoing1 pas- 
sengers. What are they doing here? 
They are wishing to go from the coun- 
try to tne city, where they earn, their 
daily bread, and from the city to 
the country, where la the home, and 
where the wife and the children await 
them. You come to a school house as 
the children are gathering about it. 
What are the coming here for? To earn 
a living and be happy and useful men 
and women they must 
understand 


something about the world in which 
they live, and they have come here to 
learn about it You come to a theater. 
What are they doing here? They are 
tired, and have come to be amused 
and to forget life and Its cares for a 
little while. Then Sunday comes, and 
the stores are closed; and thousands of 
men and women are decorously gath- 
ering in their churches. And your guest 
asks, "What does this mean? Why do 
all these people go to these churches? 
Is it to get food or clothing or some 
other physical comfort? or to be in- 
structed about the world they live in, 
so that they can earn a living? Or is it 
because they are tired and wish to be 
entertained? And why does this man 
stand up on this platform and talk, to 
them? He does not seem to be enter- 
taining like the actor. He does not ap- 
pear to be a great orator. What great 
occasion has aroused their interest? 
What object brings them together? 


The minister might reply that they 


have come together to worship God, 
and if his celestial guest were a wor- 
shiper this answer would explain the 
meaning of the prayers and hymns; 
but I wonder what answer the minister 
would make to his guest when asked to 
explain why a sermon is preached to 
the people. To drop the figure, I sus- 
pect, a great many ministers would be 
puzzled to answer to themselves, or to 
any inquirer in clear, intelligible lan- 
guage, the question, Why are one or 
two hundred people, perhaps five or six 
hundred people, coming to my church 
next Sunday? What have I to give 
them that is worth their coming? The 
editor does not assume that everybody 
ought to read his newspaper and won- 
der why they do not He assumes that 
no one will read L-ls newspaper unless 
there is something in it worth the read- 
ing, and his question every week is. 
What can I put into this week's issue 
which men and women will be eager to 
read? I wonder how many ministers 
study the problem of their Sunday 
morning's sermon in the same fashion, 
asking themselves this pertinent ques- 
tion, What can I put into this sermon 
which will make every one in this con- 
gregation go away feeling, I would not 
have missed that sermon; I have got- 
ten what I wanted and what I came for. 
A serious-minded editor, intent on 
really accomplishing educational re- 
sults by his newspaper, and desiring 
to increase its circulation for the sake 
of widening its influence, might hope 
to help in acomplishing that purpose 
by making it more entertaining or by 
adding extraneous attractions in illus- 
trations or premiums, as churches hope 
to win atendants by extra music and 
the like. But he would not depend on 
such methods; still less on making his 
p,;per smaller so that it would take less 
time to read it, or on giving it away 
because instruction should be free, or 
on attempting to prevent counter at- 
tractions from being presented, or on 
writing every week an editorial on 
the duty of subscribing to a newspaper, 
ar.d least of all on frightening people 
into taking it by portraying the awful 
conation of a family without a free 
pr^ss or of a family without the means 
of knowing what is going on in the 
world. He would devote his energies to 
considering the questions, Why do my 
present subscribers take this paper, 
What can I put into my paper which 
will make it worth the while of as 
many more to take it? 


Next Sunday a few score, perhaps a 


few hundreds, will gather in the 
chuich where you minister. One ob- 
ject will be to hear your sermon—at 
least they will have to hear It. What 
do you expect to have to give them? 
You cannot give them the wages which 
attract them to 
entertainment which attracts them to 
the theater, 
nor the equipment for 


earning a livelihood which attracts 
them to the school. What do you ex- 
pect to have for them which will really 
make their coming to the church and 
listening to the sermon worth while? 
This Is a question which It seems to 
me we preachers would do well to ad- 
dress to ourselves with what the old 
divines called "great searchings, of 
heart." I have nof purposed In this let- 
ter to answer this question, only to aak 
It. For my own part, I never stand up 
to preach without wondering that to 
many people have thought It worth 
their while to come so far to hear my 
message; and I never prepare 
to 


preach .without a fear lest I shall have 
no message which will adequately re- 
pay them for1 coming. I wonder, not

Whatever the future may hold, It ig 


certain! that In the present America Is 
called upon to make many and heavy 
sacrifices as an Immediate consequence 
of her victory over Spain, says Hugh 
Clifford in the November Atlantic.

also consent to make many concessions 
against which her national pride will 
inevitably rise in revolt. Not the least 
of these, perhaps, will be found in the 
necessity under which she must labor 
of sitting at the feet of older nations, 
to learn from them and from their hard 
won experience the rudiments of her 
newi trade. 
The task upon which she 


Is now embarking is one which she has 
never contemplated; for which sine is 
in BO wise fitted by training, by incli- 
nation, or by tradition. The sensitive 
brown folk whom she is suddenly called 
upon to rule have liothing in common 
wth her own sturdy people. 
The lat- 


ter press forward with restless energy 
in the van of the dying century; the 
former lag lazily at the tall of the 
Middle Agej?. The Americans are demo- 
cratic by instinct and by education; the 
Filipinos, like all Malayan, races, are 
intensely aristocratic. The Americans 
love progress and the change: which 
means improvement and advance; the 
natives of the Philippines are, con- 
servative to the backbone. 
It would 


be difficult to find two peoples more en- 
tirely dissimilar in character, in opin- 
ions, in ambitions and aspirations, than 
are the Filpinos and the race by which 
they are now to be ruled. Yet it is 
by sympathy and a thorough under- 
standing of the native point of view 
alone, that an. Oriental race can be suc- 
cessfully governed, and this is part of 
the hard lessor, which Americans who 
may be concerned in the administration 
of the Philippines must set themselves 
to learn.

Selected, «ad Note •Will Be In 


Circulation Early In 18OO. 


From several drawings submitted by 


the bureau of engraving and printing 
to Secretary of the Treasury Gage and 
Chief Wllkle of the secret service bu- 
reau a design for a new $5 silver cer- 
tificate has been selected. With little 
or no modification this design will be 
followed In engraving the necessary 
plates, and the new bill will be In cir- 
culation early next year. The officials 
of the treasury department regard the 
design Just selected as the most beau- 
tiful that has ever been authorized in 
the production of paper money. 


The most conspicuous feature of the 


new note wilfoe the departure from 
the custom of printing the portrait of 
some distinguished statesman on the 
face of the bill. In this case the head 
of an Indian feather headdress will ap- 
pear In the center of the face of the 
bill. Directly above the portrait there 
will be In large letters the words, 
"United States of America," and be- 
low it the word "Five." To tbe left 
and slightly below the portrait will be 
printed In Ught blue ink the Roman 
numeral "V," and across the "V" in or- 
namental lettering the word "Five" 
will be printed. To the right of the 
portrait the usual words "Five Silver 
Dollars, Payable to the Bearer," etc., 
will be used. In three of the four cor- 
ners of the face of the bill the Arabic 
numeral "5" will be used, a different 
form of engraving being employed In 
each case to prevent ease In counter- 
felting. 


Since the portrait of an Indian will 


be used, It will hereafter be imprac- 
ticable for unscrupulous persons to 
raise the $1 silver certificate to the $5 
denomination. The back of the bill 
will consist almost entirely of lathe- 
work In attractive leaf designs. The 
secret service officials believe that the 
new bill will be exceptionally difficult 
to counterfeit.

to tbe sultan of Sulu, says a Manila 
letter, he was accompanied by Major 
Charles McClure and other officers and 
by Mrs. Lama Switchenberg and Miss 
MacDonald Hartley of the National 
White Crobb Bucieiy.

The sultan laughed like a 
pleased boy. He said he should like to 
go and that he believed he would go 
to the United States within a year. He 
asked about New York and Chicago 
and said he might go there from Mec- 
ca after his next pilgrimage to the 
Holy City. 


The sultana, mother of the sultan, 


eald she wished to present to General 
Bates something that would show her 
regard for him, more perhaps than 
many other things that might be of 
greater intrinsic value. 
She would 


give him something she hoped he 
would keep In remembrance of her, 
whose prayers always should be with 
him. 


The sultana motioned, and one of 


the maids in waiting brought out a 
bright red pair of skin tight moro 
breeches which looked a little shop- 
worn; also a small blue jacket em- 
broidered with green and yellow flow- 
ers. 


"These were made by my own 


hands," said the sultana, "and in them 
la the sweat of my second husband, for 
whom I made them." 


General Bates accepted the red 


trousers and the sweat of the second 
husband in a few becoming words. 


THE GORDON HIGHLANDERS. 
The Famous Regiment Now Fight- 


Inge Bravely In South Africa. 


The Gordon highlanders are distin- 


guishing themselves in South Africa as 
just two years ago1 they did in India. 
Ou Oct 20, 1896, 'the Gordon high- 
landers helped to recapture Dargai 
ridge from the tribesmen of Chagru, 
intrenched oa thejauiamit of lofty 
cliffs. 


"Men of the Gordon highlanders," 


cried Colonel Mathias, "our general 
says that position must be taken at 
all costs! Tbe Gordon highlanders 
will take It!" And he led the charge 
across an unprotected valley, "a zone 
of flre" 150 yards wide, swept by the 
tribesmen's bullets.' The pipers struck 
up the "Cock of the North," and, al- 
though the killed soldiers fell by the 
dozens, the highlanders first reached 
the summit and dislodged their des- 
perate enemies. 


The Gordon highlanders comprise 


the Seventy-fifth and Ninety-second 
regiments. 
The 
Seventy-fifth 
was 


raised in 1787 and almost immediately 
proceeded to Bombay, being engaged 
three years afterward in the famous 
warfare against Tippoo. The Ninety- 
second regiment was raised in 1794 by 
the Marquis of Huntley, whose beau- 
tiful mother, the Duchess of Gordon, 
assisted to recruit the regiment, plac- 
ing, when all other arguments failed, 
the bounty, a shilling, between her 
lovely lips. An old song says that 
many a stalwart highlander "was 
bought and sold by a kiss." 


The colors of the regiment bear the 


names of almost all the battles that 
have added glory to the British arms 
since 1787. Waterloo, Delhi, Lucknow, 
Kabul, Kandahar and Tel-el-Kebir are 
a few of them. 


The uniform is scarlet, with facings 


of yellow, the kilt and the headdress 
"the feather bonnet."

Deputy internal revenue collectors 


have been instructed by Collector Gill 
to report 
expressmen 
who receive 


packages for delivery outside of the 
city or town limits in which the same 
was received, stamped 
receipts 
for 


which are not given (exempting only 
such shipments as are transferred by 
him to some railroad 
or steamship 


company from A\hom the expressman, 
either for himself or the shipper, re- 
ceives a receipt duly stamped as re- 
quired by law), and the collector will 
also require of the shipper that such 
receipts be stamped when given by the 
expressmen who by law are required to 
give them duly stamped. 


Collector Gill states, for the benefit 


of manufacturers of cigars and tobacco, 
as well as peddlers, who are obliged by 
law to give him a bond before going 
into business, that the deputy collector 
in charge of the office will give aid and 
assistance in preparing such bonds, and 
that there is no reason why payment 
shall be made to anyone inside or out- 
side of the collector's office, or force, 
for aid in completing the same. 


The deputy collectors in charge of 


divisions are expected to render this 
assistance to the taxpayers in their 
divisions, but taxpayers visiting the 
office for that purpose have rights 
which deputy collectors who remain In 
the service must and will respect.
